As far back as I can remember 
my heart has burned within me 
whenever I have heard or read ac- 
counts af the mighty work of God 
in the great Revivals of past 
years. The heroic missionaries of 
the Cross in foreign lands, and 
the lonely men of God in the home 
field around whom these gracious 
Visitations have centered, have al- 
ways been a source of untold in- 
spiration to my life. David Brain- 
erd, Adoniram Judson, Chas. G. 
Finney, Robt. Murray McCheyne— 
these and many others have been 
my bosom companions and friends. 

I have watched them, listened 
to them, lived with them, until I 


have almost felt the spirit of the 


atmosphere in which they moved. 
Their trials and hardships, their 
prayers and tears; their joys and 
sorrows, their glorious triumphs 
and victorious achievements have 
thrilled my very soul, and I have 
fallen down upon my face and ex- 
claimed with the prophet of old: 
“Oh, that Thou wouldst rend the 
heavens, and that Thou wouldst 
come down!” 

The great Awakening of the 
eighteenth century under John 


Wesley, the stirring Irish Manifes- 
tation of 1859, the glorious Ameri- 
can Visitation in the nineteenth 
century under Chas G. Finney, and 
in our own day the mighty Welsh 
Revival of 1904-05—Manifestations 
such as these have been my meat 
and drink for years past. I have 
heard again the uncontrollable sob 
and groan of the convicted, the 
exceeding bitter cry of the peni- 
tent, and the unspeakable expres- 
sions of joy of the delivered. And 
I have sighed within myself for an- 
other such Manifestation of God’s 
presence and power. 

From my boyhood it has been 
my delight to read more or less of 
God’s work along these lines, but 
lately I have been led to lay all 
else aside and to literally devour 
everything I could lay hands on re- 
garding Revival work. And as I 
studied the lives of those whom 
God has signally used all down 
the centuries, especially the la- 
bours of the Puritans, the early 
Methodists, and others of later 
years, and saw how wonderfully 
they were owned of Him—how 
they worked for, expected and got 
what they sought—I was com- 
pelled to admit that I could see 
nothing like it to-day either in my

The passage of Scripture on 
which I am _ going to speak to you 
is found in the eighteenth chapter 
of the First Book of Kings, a very 
familiar Scripture. My subject is 
“Living on the Line.” 


"And Elijah came unto all the 
people, and said, How long halt ye 
between two opinions? if the Lord 
be God, follow Him; but if Baal, 
then follow him." | Kings 18:21. 


That is a clear cut challenge to 
the people of Israel. 

John Oxenham has written a 
splendid little poem in which he 
says, 

To every man there openeth a way 

And ways, and a way, 

And the high soul climbs the High 
way, 

And the low soul gropes the low. 

And in betweeen, on the misty flats 

The rest drift to and fro. 

When Ahab became king in Is- 
rael he married a woman by the 
name of Jezebel. She was not a 
follower of, the law nor a believer 
in Jehovah. She brought some of 
her false prophets in with her. 
There were 450 who directed in the 
worship of Baal and 400 that di- 
rected in the worship of Ashtoreth, 
a false religion that began under 
the leadership of these political 
leaders, that became dominant and 
regnant in the life of the northern 
kingdom, the kingdom of Israel. 
And the true followers and wor- 
shippers of the Lord Jehovah drift- 
ed out of the picture. It became 
tremendously unpopular to stand 
for God. Here is an old hill-billy 
preacher, and that is literally what 
he was; he came from up in the 
hills of Gilead—he came down in 
to the courts of Ahab and said, 
“It is not going to rain until I tell 
it to,’ and he skipped out. He 
locked the heavens, stuck the key 
in his pocket, and skipped the 


country. He got away over yonder 
by the branch and the ravens fed 
him by day and he drank water 
out of the branch. But the whole 
country was swept by a drouth. 
Creeks dried up, rivers dried up, 
the grass burned, the stock died— 
everything began to disappear. 
They wondered where that old hill- 
billy preacher was. “We've got to 


get hold of him. He has played 


havoc with this country,” they said. 
So Ahab sent messengers into 
various communities. He said, 
“Have you seen anything of this 
fellow Elijah?” They said, ‘No.’ 
Then he would take an affidavit 
of them and make them swear 
they had not seen Elijah. 


After awhile the creek where 
Elijah was dried up and God sent 
Elijah to stay in the home of a 
widow. The oil and the meal was 
about played out in that home and 
he stayed there with her. At the 
end of three and a half years the 
whole country had been swept by 
this false religious worship and the 
true followers of God had been 
eclipsed. Some of the prophets hid 
out in a cave. Ahab had a very 
prominent fellow up there in his 
cabinet that was a true follower 
of the Lord and he wasn’t going 
to see the prophets starve, so he 
kept feeding the true prophets wa- 
ter and bread in the cave. God 
spoke to Elijah and said, “Now it 
is time for you to go and talk to 
Ahab.” 


My friends, the character of the 
man and woman in the White 
House has a lot to do with the 
morals and religious faith of this 
country. I don’t know how you 
feel, but I believe if we had less 
beer in the White House we would 
have more Bibles in the homes of 
this country. I believe if we had 
less divorces in that same family, 
we would have more devotion to 
Almighty God on the part of the 
youth of this country.

or not. Brother, when I rub old 
pussy’s fur the wrong way, if the 
old cat doesn’t like it, she has to 
turn around. I never change my 
rubbing. 


Almighty God, through all the 


years, has.used His prophets for | 


the purpose of bringing political 
as well as religious leadership back 
to Him. When David committed 
murder’ and adultery, God sent a 
prophet to stand in front of him 
and say, “You are the man.” When 
Saul failed to obey God’s command 
to compkttely annihilate the Amale- 
kites and their cattle and sheep, 


God sent a prophet to condemn . ‘ 


Saul. God here calls upon Elijah. 
“You go and meet Ahab! ‘And he 
went te meet him. And when he 
met him, Ahab, said, “Art thou he 
that troubleth fsrael?” Bless God 
for that old hill-billy preacher that 
stood up like a Tom cat spittin’ 
amber in a bull dog’s eye. The 
old political leader could have cut 
his head off if. he had wanted to. 
“I have not troubled Israel; but

own ministry or in the ministry 
of others. The average church does 
not aim at, let alone get, results. 
Men preach and never even dream 
of anything happening. Oh, how 
far away we have drifted! How 
powerless we have become! 

It is reported that there were 
7,000 churches that did not win a 
single soul for Jesus Christ in an 
entire year. That means that 7,000 
ministers preached the Gospel for 
a whole year without reaching 
even one lost soul. Supposing that 
they preached, putting it at a low 
average, on forty Sundays, not in- 
cluding extra meetings, that would 
mean that these 7,000 ministers 
preached 560,000 sermons in a sin- 
gle year. Think of the work, the 
labour, the money expended in sal- 
aries, etc., to make this possible. 
And yet 560,000 sermons preached 
by 7,000 ministers in 7,000 church- 
es to tens of thousands of hearers 
during a period of twelve months, 
failed to bring a single soul to 
Christ. 

Now, my brethren, there is 
something radically wrong some- 
where. There is either something 
the matter with these 7,000 
ministers or else with their 560,000 
sermons, or with both. 

In reading over the Twelve Rules 
of the early Methodist church I 
was struck with the fact that they 
aimed at and looked upon soul- 
winning as their supreme task. Let 
me quote from one of them: “You 
have nothing to do but to save 
souls. Therefore spend and be 
spent in this work. It is not your 
business to preach so many times; 
but to save as many souls as you 
can; to bring as many sinners as 
you possibly can to repentance, and 
with all your power to build them 
up in that holiness, without which 
they cannot see the Lord.” —From 
“The Twelve Rules.’—John Wes- 
ley. 

The practical application of this 
rule is demonstrated in the life of 
Wm. Bramwell, one of their most 
remarkable men. “He was not, as 
the words are commonly under- 
stood, a great preacher. But if that 
man is the best physician who per- 
forms the most cures, that is the 
best preacher who is the instru- 
ment of bringing the greatest num- 
ber of souls to God; and-in this 
view Mr. Bramwell will be entitled 
to rank amongst the greatest and 
best Christian ministers.’”’—Memoir 
of Wm. Bramwell. 

John Oxtoby was so used of 
God that he was able to say: “I am 
witnessing daily the conversion of 
sinners, I seldom go out but God 
gives me some Fruit.” 

It was said of John Smith, one 
of their most wonderfully anointed 
“men and the spiritual father of 
thousands, that “‘he~ceased to “es; 
timate all ‘preaching, and indeed all 
‘= ministerial labour except as it pro- 
duced saving effects. ‘I am deter- 
mined by the grace of God to aim 
at souls,’ he exclaimed. ‘A minis- 
ter of the Gospel is sent to turn 
men from darkness to light, and 
from the power of Satan to God!’ 
Of that species of preaching which 
only produced intellectual pleasure, 
he had a holy abhorrence. Nothing 
can be more characteristic of the 
man than his remark to a friend, 
on sermons in which power of in- 
tellect or imagination is almost ex- 
clusively predominant: “They 
achieve nothing, sir.’”—Life of 
John Smith. 

“T cannot tell how they get their 
time over, who can drag on and see 
no Fruit: Were that so in my case 
I should be ready to conclude that 
I was out of my place.” Thos. Tay- 
lor.

edification of your hearers, and do 
not study and preach in hope, you 
are not likely to see much fruit 
of it. It is an ill sign of a false, 
self-seeking heart, that can be con- 
tent to be still doing, and see no 
fruit of their labour.’—Richard 
Baxter. 

Then I compared the results of 
my ministry with the promises of 
God. In Jer. xxiii. 29, I read: “Is 
not My Word like a Fire, saith the 
Lord; and like a Hammer that 
breaketh the rock in pieces?”’ And 
in Eph. vi. 17, “The Sword of the 
Spirit, which is the Word of God.” 
But the more I pondered over it, 
the more I was convinced that in 
my ministry the word of God was 
not a Fire, a Hammer, and a 
Sword. It did not burn, break and 
pierce. There was no execution. 
Heb. iv. 12, declares that “the 
Word of God is quick and power- 
ful, and sharper than any two edg- 
ed sword, piercing even to the di- 
viding asunder of soul and spirit, 
and of the joints and marrow, and 
is a discerner of the thoughts and 
intents of the heart.” I had never 
seen it so. John Wesley saw it. 
John Smith was a constant observ- 
er of it. David Brainerd witnessed 
its sharpness; but I did not. “So 
shall My Word be that goeth forth 
out of my mouth; it shall not re- 
turn to me void, but it shall ac- 
complish that which I please, and 
it shall prosper in the thing where- 
to I sent it.” (Isa. lv. 11) And I 
knew that this wonderful promise 
had not been fulfilled in my 
preaching. I had no evidence such 


no, because I did not see that God 
answered their prayers. I said, ‘I 
suppose I need to be prayed for, 
for I am conscious that I am a 
sinner; but I do not see that it will 
do any good for you to pray for 
me; for you are continually ask- 
ing, but you do not receive. You 
have been praying for a Revival 
of religion ever since I have been 
in Adams, and yet you have it 
not’.” 

When John Wesley concluded his 
message he cried to God to “con- 
firm His Word,” to “set to His 
Seal,” and to “bear witness to His 
Word.” And God did. Sinners were 
stricken immediately, and began to 
cry for mercy under fearful con- 


viction of sin, and soon after, in 


a moment they were set at liberty, 
aifd filled with unspeakable joy in 
the knowledge of a present Salva- 
tion. In his wonderful Journal he 
sets down what his eyes witnessed, 
and his ears heard in the follow- 
ing words: 

“We understood that many were 
offended at the cries of those on 
whom the power of God came; 
among whom was a physician, who 
was much afraid that there might 
be fraud or imposture in the case. 
To-day one whom he had known 
many years was the first who 
broke out in strong cries and tears. 
He could hardly believe his own 
eyes and ears. He went and stood 
close to her, and observéd every 
symptom, till great drops of sweat 
ran down her face, and all her 
bones shook. He then knew not 
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what to think, being clearly con- 
vinced it was not fraud, nor yet 
any natural disorder. But when 
both her soul and body were healed 
in a moment he acknowledged the 
finger of God.” 


Such was also the experience of 
the early church. “Now when they 
heard this they were pricked in 
their hearts, and said unto Peter 
and to the rest of the Apostles, 
men and brethren, what shall we 
do?” (Acts ii, 37.) “Long time 
therefore abode they speaking 
boldly in the name of the Lord, 
which gave testimony unto the 
Word of His Grace, and granted 
signs and wonders to be done by 
their hands.” (Acts xiv. 3.) They 
prayed “that signs and wonders” 
might “be done.” (Acts iv. 30.) 
And Paul declared that the Gospel 
is “the power of God unto Salva- 
tion.” (Rom. i. 16.) Yet all this 
was utterly foreign to my work. 


In the Irish Revival of 1859, 
“signs and wonders” were seen on 
every side. Among the early Meth- 
odists they were of daily occur- 
rence. But with me the Gospel was 
not “the power of God unto Sal- 
vation.” God did not “confirm his 
Word,” “set to His seal,” or “bear 
witness to His Word,’ when I 


preached. And I knew I had the 


right to expect it for Jesus Him- 
self had given the promise. ‘The 
works that fF do,” he declared, 
“shall ye do also and greater works 
than these shall ye do.” (John xiv. 
12.) 


Then one day I read the Acts of 
the Apostles to find out if God's 
servants in the early Church got 
results wherever they went..And I 
found as I read that they aimed 
at, worked for, expected, and never 
failed to get Fruit. Peter preached 
on the day of Pentecost and 3,000 
responded to that first appeal. 
There was a definite Outcome. 
With Paul it was the same. Follow 
him from place to place, and 
wherever he goes churches spring 
up. See how repeatedly the results 
are -noted throughout the book. 
“There were added unto them 
about 3,000 souls,” (ii. 41.) ‘Many 
of them which heard the Word be- 
lieved, and turned unto the Lord.” 
(xi. 2.) “Much people was added 
unto the Lord.” (xi. 24.) “A great 
multitude believed.” (xi. 1.) ‘Some 
believed,. of the devout Greeks a 
great multitude, and of the chief 
women not a few.” (xvii. 4.) Many 
believed.” (xvii. 34.) “Some be- 
lieved.” (xxviii. 24.) And Paul was 
able to declare “‘what things God 
had wrought by His Ministry.” 
(xxi. 19.) 


Oh, how far short I fell! How 
fearfully I had failed! failed in 


the very thing for which God had 
called me into the Ministry. How 
seldom I could write after having 
preached that “a great number be- 
lieved and turned unto the Lord,” 
or even that “‘some believed.” Nor 
was it possible for me to declare 
with Paul “what things God had

as Paul, Wm. Bramwell and Chas. 
G. Finney that it did not return 
void many and many a time. And 
I had a right to the evidence. Was 
it any wonder that I began to chal- 
lenge my preaching? 

And not only my preaching, but 
my prayer life as well. This also 


the Outcome. And I was forced to 
admit that the confident assertion 
of Jer. xxxiii. 3, ‘‘Call unto Me, and 
I will answer thee, and show thee 
great and mighty things, which 
thou knowest not,’ was not real- 
ized in my experience. The ‘great 
and mighty things” were almost 
daily witnessed by Evan Roberts, 
Jonathan Goforth and others, but 
not by me. My prayers were not 
definitely and daily answered. 
Hence, John xiv. 13-14, ‘“Whatso- 
ever ye shall ask in My name, that 
will I do,” and “If ye shall ask 
anything in My name, I will do it,”’ 
was not real in my case. To me 
these promises were not vital since 
I asked for many things that I 
did not receive, and this was not 
according to the promise. 


Thus I came to realize that there 


with my prayer-life. And in read- 
ing the autobiography of Chas. G. 
Finney, I found that he, too, had 
experienced the same failure. ‘‘T 
was particularly struck,” he re- 
lates, ‘with the-~fact that the 


week to week, were not, that I 
could see, answered. Indeed, I un- 
derstood from their utterances in 
prayer, and from gather remarks 
in their meetings, that those who 
offered them did not regard them 
as answered, - 


“They exhorted each other to 
wake up and be engaged, and to 
pray earnestly for a Revival of re- 
ligion, asserting that if they did 
their duty, prayed for the Out- 
pouring of the Spirit, and were in 
earnest, that the Spirit of God 
would be poured out, that they 
would have a Revival of religion, | 
and that the impenitent would be 


converted. But in their prayers and | 


conference meetings “they would 
continually confess, substantially, 
that they were making no progress 
in securing a Revival of religion.

wrought by my Ministry.” 

God clearly and emphatically 
states that it is His will that every 
servant of His should bear Fruit. 
“T have chosen you and ordained 
you,” he affirms, “that ye should 
go and bring forth Fruit.” (John 
xv. 16.) Too long was I content 
to sow and evangelize, using the 
excuse that I left the results with 
God, thinking I had then done my 
duty. When people are saved and 
greatly blessed they will say so, 
and if they don’t there is reason 
to doubt the reality of an Outcome. 
George Whitefield sometimes re- 
ceived hundreds of letters after he 
had preached telling of blessing 
and conversions. 

“Go into the public assembly 
with a design to strike, and per- 
suade some souls there, into re- 
pentance and salvation. Go to open 
blind eyes, to unstop deaf ears, to 
make the lame walk, to make the 


‘foolish wise, to raise those that 


are dead in trespasses and sins to 
a Heavenly and Divine life, and to 
bring guilty rebels to return to 
the love and obedience of their 
Maker, by Christ Jesus the great 
Reconciler, that they may be par- 
doned and saved. Go to diffuse the 
savour of Christ and His gospel 
through a whole assembly and to 
allure souls to partake of His 
grace and glory.’’—Dr. Watts. 
There are men who feel they 
have special talents for the edi- 
fication of believers, and so they 
give themselves entirely to building 
up Christians in the Faith. This 
was where I was side-tracked. I 
felt that I had special gifts for 
teaching and speaking to young 
Christians on the Deeper Life, and 
so I prepared a number of addres- 
ses with the idea of devoting my 
time to this work, until God mer- 
cifully opened my eyes and showed 
me how far I was astray. There 
is nothing that will deepen Chris- 
tian experience, edify believers and 
build them up in the Faith so rap- 
idly and thoroughly as seeing 
souls saved. Deep Holy Spirit 


meetings, where the power of God 
is working mightily in the convic- 
tion and Salvation of sinners, will 
do more for Christians than the 
teaching of years without it. Such 
was the experience of David Brain- 
erd. In writing of the Indians 
among whom he laboured, he says, 
‘““Many of these people have gained 
more doctrinal knowledge of Di- 
vine truths since I have first visit- 
ed them in June last, than could 
have been instilled into their minds 
by the most diligent use of proper 
and instructive means for whole 
years together, without such a Di- 
vine influence.” 


An incident is related of Wm. 
Bramwell: “Several local preach- 
ers,” he states, “had said that their 
talents were not to awaken and 
arouse careless and impenitent sin- 
ners, but to build up believers in 
the Faith. Mr. Bramwell endeav- 
oured to prove that such reasoning 
was frequently used as an apology 
for the loss of the life and powers 
of God. That although some 
preachers might have a peculiar 
talent for comforting and edifying 
believers yet that Christ’s true ser- 
vants, those whom He sent into 
His vineyard, could do all sorts of 
work. They could plough, dig, 
plant, sow, water, etc., and he 
earnestly entreated the preachers 
not to be satisfied without seeing 
the fruit of their labours, in the 
awakening and conversion of sin- 
ners.” 

“The building up of believers in 
their most Holy Faith was a prin- 
cipal object of Mr. Smith’s minis- 
try; but he never considered this 
species of labour successful, except 
as its results were indicated in the 
conversion of sinners.’—Life of 
John Smith: 


“He most certainly and perfectly 
edifies believers who is most ar- 
dently and scripturally labourious 
for the conversion of sinners.’’— 
Life of John Smith. 


Work among believers of itself 
will not suffice. It matters not 
how spiritual a church may pro- 
fess to be, if souls are not saved 
something is radically wrong, and 
the professed spirituality is simply 
a false experience, a delusion of 
the devil.

thou, and thy father’s house have 
brought on this drouth, this fam- 
ine, all this trouble on Israel.” he 
replied. “You have sinned and got- 
ten away from God. Now let us call 
all that bunch of false prophets up 
here on Mount Carmel and we are 
going to find out whether we’ve 
got a God in this community and 
in this nation.” So they brought 
them all up there. Elijah proposed 
to have a trial. “You get the false 
prophets and build an altar and 
kill the animals and put the sacri- 
fices on the altar and let them 
pray for fire to come down out of 
Heaven. The God that answers by 
fire, He shall be God.” 

And they brought their prophets 
up there, about 850 of them, and 
they all had a great big meeting 
up on Mount Carmel. One old lone- 
ly prophet walked out against the 
entire nation, with all the false 
prophets and the old king and old 
queen and he said, “Now you are 
going to decide whether you serve 
God or Baal. You have been liv- 
ing on the line: How can you go 
on living between two opinions? 
If God be God, follow Him, and if 
Baal, then follow him, but. don’t 
be living on the line.”’ 

They brought the sacrifices and 
laid them down. Then they began 
to jump up and down and pray. All 
day long that proceeded, and late 
in the evening nothing had been 
done, no fire had come. Elijah got 
a little sarcastic. He watched them 
jump and cut themselves and play 
the fool, trying to call down fire. 
He said, “Say, don’t you want to 
holla a little bit louder? Maybe 
your god is on a vacation.’ Boy, 
he was having a lot of fun. ‘Holla 
a little louder, jump up a little 
higher. You had better cut your- 
selves a little deeper. You haven’t 


gone far enough. But their efforts | 


were in vain. No fire came, 

“Now,” he said, ‘‘I will build an 
altar and put the dead animal on 
it. l-am going to prove this is no 
fake business I am talking to you 
about. Dig the ditch deep. I want 
you to bring up some water.” They 
brought up four barrels of water. 
“It is not soaked enough yet, go 
bring some more.” And _ they 
poured water all over it and they 
put water into the ditch until it 
was full and everything was soak- 
ing. “‘There isn’t going to be any 
slight of hand business put over 
you here. Nobody is going to slip a 
match under the corner of that 
sacrifice. I am going to prove to 
you it is God, one lone preacher 
against 850 others.” 

Then when he got through he 
said, “‘Lord, hear me, so that the 
people may know that thou art the 
Lord God and that I have done all 
these things at thy word.” And fire 
came down from Heaven above and 
licked up the water out of the 
trenches and consumed the sacri- 
fice. Then Elijah got busy and had 
most of those fellows put to death. 
He believed in cleaning up the mo- 
dernism in his camp. He would be 
condemned today as_ intolerant, 
narrow minded. He would be con- 
demned today as a fanatic. But old 
Elijah had power with God. 


Ladies and gentlemen, listen to 
me tonight, you know the reason 
why we don’t have any more power 
in our churches today?-It is be- 
cause too many are afraid of be- 
ing called fanatics, wild-eyed, radi- 
cal where it is contrary to the oth- 
er fellow’s view. I want to say to 
you my friends, no man dare be 
any broader than the Bible. 


Every once in awhile somebody

low to his own notion.” Where did 
you get that idea? It is exactly 
the opposite—‘“‘No man to his own

notion but what has God said in 
His Book’’—that is the issue. I 
don’t have a right to my opinion, 
and you don’t have a right to your 
opinion. We only have a right to 
what God said in His Holy Word. 
Brother, the issue is not whether 
you are a good neighbor or wheth- 
er I am a good neighbor. The issue 
is what has God said in His holy 
Word? My Bible says every man 
that has not accepted Jesus Christ 
as his saviour is on the road to 
Hell, regardless of how good a 
neighbor he may be regardless of 
how religious he may be. Brother 
there is a distinction between re- 
ligion and Christianity. Don’t ever 
say the Christian religion. Brother, 
“there ain’t no such thing.’’ That 
is bad English but awfully good 
theology. I repeat; there is no such 
thing as the Christian religion. Re- 
ligion is one thing and Christianity 
is another. Religion is one thing 
and Christian faith is another. I 
want to give you an illustration. 
There was a man who lived over 
in Jerusalem about the time the 
church started, and I am telling 
you, he was one of the most reli- 
gious men I ever read of in my 
life. He was so religious he went 
to intimidate all the Christian be- 
lievers. Hé made havoc of the 
church. He held the coats while 
Stephen was being stoned. He got 
a death warrant from the high 
priest and started down to Damas- 
cus to kill off a bunch of Chris- 
tians, He thought he’was doing the 
will of God. He was as religious 
as anybody you ever saw in your 
life. On the road down there. the 
Lord smote him down and he saw 
Christ and he accepted Christ, and 
he became a Christian instead of a 
religionist. Paul didn’t believe in 
the old Scriptures any more after 
Christ struck him down than he 
did before. He believed in them 
before Christ ever struck him. Paul 
didn’t pray any more after he was 
stricken down than before because 
he was a. man of sincere prayer. 
But Paul believed on Jesus Christ 
after He struck him down and 
then Paul believed not only the 
Old Testament, but he believed the 
teaching of Jesus also. He was a 
religionist before and then he be- 
came a Christian when he met 
Christ. ' 
You remember the story of the 
Ethiopian eunuch. He rode on his 
‘way up to Jerusalem to worship. 
He was riding along in his chariot 
reading the Bible. Brother, he wor- 
shipped God. He prayed. He went 
to church He read the Bible. But 
he was just as lost as if he had 
never heard of any worship, never 
heard of the Bible, never prayed. 
He didn’t know Jesus. He had re- 
ligion, but not Christ. God reached 
over and jerked out Philip from a 
great revival meeting in Samaria 
and sent him along at the right 
time. This fellow came along in a 
chariot and Philip went up and 
joined himself to it and he found 
him reading the Bible, and begin- 
ning at the same Scripture, Philip 
preached to him about Jesus. And 
when he came to accept Christ and 
was instructed about baptism, then 
he said, ““Here is water; what doth 
hinder me to be baptized?” Phil- 
ip said, “Wait a minute, something 
else comes ahead of baptism. Be- 
fore I take you down in the water, 
I want to ask you another question. 
Do you believe in Christ with all 
your heart?’ You can be ducked 
forty thousand times in forty feet 
of water and every time you will 
go down a dry sinner and come up 
a wet sinner if you don’t believe in 
Jesus Christ. All the water you are 
baptized in or sprinkled with will 
never do your soul one bit of good 
from the standpoint of salvation. 
Then that old Ethiopian eunuch 
went on his way rejoicing. Brother, 
when he met Philip he was a re- 
ligionist. When he left, he was a 
Christian, he believed in Christ. 


Lydia went out to the river bank 
over in Philippi. She was a good 
religious woman and she loved the 
Lord. Paul went out there and 
preached and the Lord opened her 
heart and gave her understanding 
‘and she accepted Christ. Before 
|Paul got over there she was a re- 
fh i After Paul got over there 
she was a Christian. 


Let me give you another. 


Turn to the tenth chapter of the 
book of Acts. Here is a dandy. 
There was a man by the name of 
Cornelius, a centurion. We would 
have called him a “top notcher.”’ 
Read what the Bible says about it. 
He was a devout man, a man who 
gave alms, was in good reputation 


of all people and fasted and prayed | 


Why brother, not a church in 
America but what would elect him 
chairman of the board of deacons, 
stewards or elders without any 
trouble at all. If he were to move 
into a community, we would stay 
on the door step of his home and 
make everybody else in the church 
sit on his door step until we could 
get him to join our church. He 
would be an asset to our church. 
That is the kind we would 
want in our church—any good, 
clean, moral upright man who 
prays, gives alms. But he was 
not a saved man. He was just as 
lost as any old drunken reprobate 
who ever wabbled into a mission in 
Chicago. God says, ‘““You send some 
men over yonder to Joppa and 
they will find a fellow by the name 
of Simon Peter, and he shall tell 
thee what thou should do to be 
saved.” He was lost, but he gave 
alms. He was lost but he prayed. 
He was lost but he was held in 
high esteem by everybody. He was 
lost and yet he was a man that 
was as devout a man as you know. 
Do you know what was the matter 
with Cornelius? Cornelius had re- 
ligion but he didn’t have Christ. 


I am a graduate of Brown Uni- 
versity in Providence, Rhode Is- 
land. They laugh you to scorn in 
Brown if you tell them you be- 
lieve in the Bible as verbally in- 
spired, which I am happy to tell 
you I do believe. They laugh you 
to scorn if you tell them you be- 
lieve Christ literally died for our 
sins as a substitute, to take our 
place on the cross, which I am hap- 
py to tell you I do believe. They 
laugh you to scorn if you tell them 
you believe Jesus Christ literally 
rose from the grave, walked out, 
arid was seen, touched and han- 
dled by His disciples, which I am 
happy to tell you I do believe. They 
would laugh at Brown University 
in my Bible Class if you were to 
tell them you believe Jesus Christ 
went back to the Father and is 
some day coming back literally, 
audibly, tangibly, visibly, to be 
seen, heard. and felt, which I am 
happy to tell you I do believe. And 
yet that man who taught that 
in my Bible class in Brown Uni- 
versity was just as genteel a soul 
just as fine a person from the 
standpoint of tolerance and kind- 
ness as you could find anywhere, 
and he led the service most every 
Wednesday night in one of the 
prominent churches of Providence, 
He was looked upon as one.of the 
outstanding Christian men of Pro- 
vidence. A boy said to me one day 
after we walked out of his class, 
“You mean to say Dr. is not 
a Christian?” “That is exactly 
what I mean to say. He is not any 
more Christian than the negro in 
Africa who never heard about 
Christ and the Bible is a Christian. 
He is a religionist.” What does it 
mean to be a Christian? Not just 
to get down and pray, not just to 
read your Bible, not just to give 
a tithe, not just to go to church on 
Sunday, not just to live a good 
clean, moral life. Brother, you can 
do every one of those things and 
not be a Christian. What does it 
mean to be a Christian? It means 
to accept Jesus Christ as your 
Saviour and Lord and let Him be 
the controlling power in your life 
and direct you. Cornelius was a re- 
ligionist until he heard Peter 
preach. Then he accepted Christ, 
and when he did he became a 
Christian. America tonight is full 
of religionists. She is not so full 
of Christians. There are people who 
go to church and read their Bibles 


and sign the pledge every year and @ 


put the offering in the envelope on 
Sunday, and they have been bap- 
tized, and they observe the Lord’s 
Supper, but so far as Christ real- 
ly dominating their 
hearts and affections, there is 
nothing to it. It is all a joke. I 
want to ask you tonight, are you

go limping between two sides? If 
the Lord be God, follow Him, and 
if Baal, then follow him. Quit liv- 
ing on the line. Make up your 
mind. Be for God or be against 
Him.” 

Did you ever stop to think about 
people who live on the line? They 
are the ones who cause so much 
confusion and trouble in the 
Christian ranks and over the 
amusement question. There are 
three classes in the world: Those 
people who are out and out for 
Jesus Christ. They don’t want to 
do anything that will displease 
Him. They are going to do what he 
wants them to do, live a clean, con- 
secrated life on the side for Him, 
That is one group that is clear over 
the line. Then there is the unbe- 
lieving group who make no pre- 
tention at religion. They don’t 
make out like they are good. They 
are out and out for the devil. Then 
there is a great host of people up 
here in the middle, who live right 
up close to the line. You line them 
up together and you can’t tell 
which one is a Christian and which 
one is not. There is no clear de- 
markation, They gamble with ‘the 
Same cards, attend the same pic- 
ture shows, bathe along the same 
beaches, sing the same songs, suck 
the same booze bottles, smoke the 
same brand of cigarettes. I am not 


Saying anything, ladies, but you 


know I often wondered how a boy 
feels when he kisses his girl and 
smells a Camel! Say, but I would 
hate to have that experience, 
wouldn't you? Every time I kiss 
my girl, smell a Camel! This great 
host of people. Well they will go 
to church. You ask one if he is a 
Christian and he will tell you he 
belongs to a church. And yet, my 
friends, the man who makes no 
outward profession of Christianity 
and the man who makes a pro- 
fession both employ the same 
methods in business, both enjoy the 
Same pleasures just live on the 
line. Some of them are trying to 
live up close to the line so they 
can say, “Look how good I am. 
Look how clean I am. Why look at 
me, I am as good as most of the 
church members! No, I don’t pre- 
tend to be a Christian, but I pay 
my just and honest debts. I treat 
my family right. I believe in the 
Golden Rule.” And he hedges right 
up close to the line—living right 
on the line, where he can talk 
about how good he is, but he hasn’t 
accepted Christ. Here is a man or 
woman who professed Christ in the 
Service, acknowledged Him as his 
Saviour, but he is living right up 
close to the line so he can nibble 
over and get a few pleasures of 
the unsaved fellow close to the line. 
He’s got his head over. They don’t 


- want the people to think they are 


fanatical, narrow-minded. They be- 
lieve in being tolerant. “Oh, well 
I don’t want to be different.”’ Did 
you ever hear it? Brother, my Bi- 
ble says we are supposed to be dif- 
ferent. We ought to live out and 
out for Jesus Christ. “I don’t want 
to be different.” My Bible says, “I 
Aeseech you therefore, brethren, by 
the mercies of God, that ye pre-

Don’t be 
just a border line Christian. The 
third chapter of the book of Re- 
velation has one of the most inter- 
esting stories in it you ever found. 
Jesus knocks at the door of the 
church at Laodicea, and finally in 
desperation He says, “I know thy 
works, that thou art neither cold 
nor hot: I would thou were cold 
or hot. So then because thou art 
lukewarm, and neither cold or hot, 
I will spue thee out of my mouth.” 
You know this country is full of 
church members that make God 
want to vomit everytime He looks 
at them. Say, but I’d hate to be 
a Christian that gave Ged the 
stomach ache, that make Him 
want to vomit every time he saw 
me. You can’t serve two masters. 
You will love the one and hate the 
other. Let Christ have all that is 
in your heart. If the Lord be God, 
follow Him, step clear across the 
line, get out-and-out for God and 
like old Elijah, you may have to 
go to the bushes and depend on/ 
God for a living. But God will see 
that you get it if you will get out 
and out for Him. They may ‘put 
a price on your head like they did 
this old hill-billy preacher, but 
God will keep you three jumps 
ahead of them all the time. Bro- 
ther, listen to me tonight, it is 
that old hill-billy preacher type of 
folks, just folks that don’t have 
any more sense than to take the 
old Book at what it says, and take 
ge as their Saviour and live 
ohe hundred per cent—that is the 
kind God can use to bring fire 
down out of Heaven and settle 
this question. You can’t win souls 
in a church with a bunch of mere 
religionists that pay their money 
and go to church but don’t have 
any convictions for Christ. 


Jesus Christ became three things 
for me when he went to the cross. 
He became the Scape Goat for all 
of my sins. Go back to the day of 
atonement in the book of Leviti- 
cus and you will find once each 
year the high priest would take 
two goats or rams. He would kill 
one goat, and the high priest would 
lay his hands on the head of the 
other goat left alive and confess 
over that goat the sins of him- 
self and the people. Then that goat 
would be led by the hand of an- 
other man into the wilderness 
among the briars and bushes and 
turned loose in the wilderness, the 
scape goat on which would be 
placed the sins of the people. Jesus 
Christ became the Scape Goat for 
Sam Morris. He went to the cross 
of Calvary and they spit on Him, 
mocked Him, pulled His beard out. 
They put a crown of thorns upon 
His head and mocked Him. They 
put vinegar and gall to His lips 
to try to mock Him. They con- 
demned Him, hollowed at Him. He 
was made a Scape Goat for Sam 
Morris. Why should I be afraid 
if somebody spits on me? Why 
should I be afraid for anyone to 
scoff at me and make fun of me 
when they mocked Him and made 
fun of Him? He is my Scape Goat. 


He was my substitute. You re- 
member the night just before the 
end of the passover feast in Je- 
rusalem, it was the custom of Pil- 
ate to let one loose at the feast. 
He saw that Jesus was innocent 
and tried to get out of having Je- 
sus crucified. But he didn’t have 
backbone enough to do his duty, 
and he finally said, “It is custom- 
ary to turn-one loose. Now whom 


bas?” And they cried, ““Barabbas.”’ 
Barabbas was an insurrectioner, a 
man guilty of sedition. His hands 
were red with the blood of his fel- 
lowman. The crowd said, ‘“‘We want 
him -turned loose.’ Pilate _ said, 
“What are we going to do with 
Christ?” And this mob said, “Cru- 

cify Him! crucify Him!” And as 
they took Christ to the cross, I 
have an idea Barabbas, as he went

Nearly every night we have had 
souls saved, and a great stirring 
in the hearts of God’s people. Wed- 
nesday night there were fifteen re- 
sponding to the invitation, ten com- 
ing to trust Christ for salvation, 
two backsliders reclaimed, three 
doubting, troubled people came to 
make sure about salvation. 

The fellowship with Dr. Oswald 
J. Smith, pastor of The People’s 
Church has been very pleasant, and 
we are nappy to publish another 


forsaken Christ, you and I would 
have been condemned, world with- 
out end. Just as He took the place 
of that guilty Barabbas that day, 
though he was innocent, and Bar- 
abbas went free to enjoy life with 
his family, so Jesus Christ took my 
place under the condemnation of 
God and I can go free in Him, not 
to indulge in liberties simply be- 
cause I go free, but to live in that 
freedom in a way that will magni- 
fy and glorify Christ. 


And then He is my High Priest. 
Thank God, He is not dead! I sat 
in my Bible class one day and my 
Bible professor in Brown Univer- 
sity said something about the dis- 
ciples being gripped by the vision 
of Christ’s resurrection. I said, 
“Gripped by the vision? What do 
you mean by that? Don’t -you be- 
lieve that Christ literally rose from 
the grave?” 


“Oh, no, His body rotted and 
went back to dust just like every- 
body else’s body, like yours will.” 


“Gripped by a vision!’’ How this 
teaching has gone, this lie has 
spread over the world! Oh brother, 
Jesus went down into the grave, 
and He came right up out of that 
grave, with the nail prints in His 
hands, with the spear scar in His 
side. He talked with the angels and 
His disciples, and in due time He 
went up into Heaven with them 
looking at Him. Do you know 
where He is tonight? He is my 
High Priest. Go back to the day of 
Atonement in the book of Leviti- 
cus. Once each year the priest 
would take some blood and go back 
behind the curtain into the holy 
of holies and sprinkle the blood on 
the mercy seat and there he made 
intercession for himself and his 
people. And outside the Taberna- 
cle, the people would be out there, 
and their safety didn’t depend on 
whether they jumped up and down 
and popped their heels together. 
Their offering was made by their 
high priest that day behind the 
curtain. They were safe in their 
representative, the high priest. 
Thank God, Jesus Christ is behind 
the curtain in the holy of holies as 
my High Priest. ‘‘Wherefore he is 
able also to save them to the ut- 
termost that come unto God by 
Him, seeing He ever liveth to 
make intervession for them.” 


Beloved, Jesus Christ has been 
my Scape Goat, my Substitute, my 
High Priest. Ought not I to repre- 
sent Him rightly in this world? 
He was willing to represent me to 
God—why should I not be willing 
to represent Him to the people? 
If He will pray for me before the 
Father in the holy of holies, then 
why can’t I come out before the 
world and represent Him to the 
world in ue right way?

of his messages on revival this 
week. 

There have been some thrilling, 
stirring events. Last night after 
the service a man came to talk 
with me privately in the church of- 
fice after the service. He was deep- 
ly agitated, trembling, talking rap- 
idly, urgently. He had fallen in 
love with a young married woman, 
said his love was returned, thought, 
he said, that it was the only chance 
for happiness for him and for her. 
I think he was unsaved, though he 
he had been taughtyto pray, to 
live uprightly, to consult his pas- 
tor. I told him he must give up 
the young woman, at any cost. The 
couple had broken up. I showed 
him in Exodus 20: 17, ‘“Thou shalt 
not covet thy neighbor’s wife” 
which he was violating. I showed 
him Matthew 19: 6, where Jesus 
said, ‘‘Wherefore they are no more 
twain, but one flesh. What there- 
fore God hath joined together, let 
not man put asunder.” I showed 
him that to allow the woman to 
leave her husband and to marry 
her was to make her an adulteress. 
He said this love was given him, 
how could he be wrong to take it, 
and I answered that even if the 
young woman thought she loved 
him, her love was not her own to 
withdraw and give to another; she 
was bound by a solemn vow before 
God till death should them part. I 
showed that there can be no hap- 
piness in sin. He was still rebel- 
lious, in turmoil of mind, not wil- 
ling to seek Christ, not seeing that 
He needed Him, though he insist- 
ed that he prayed every day about 
this matter. Finally after pouring 
out his soul, jumping up, sitting 
down, pleading with me, he seemed 
so distracted, so unreasonable, that 
I denounced him plainly, demanded 
that he be quiet and hear me, then 
when I had told him again how 
sinful was what he wanted I sent 
him home. Then I went out to the 
hall, and there waiting for me, 
were the young husband and wife, 
who had heard me preach, had be- 
come reconciled, and waited a half 
hour, perhaps, to see me! * How 
wonderfully God works! And I had 
felt disconsolate, at the close of the 
invitation, because so little results 
were visible! The young couple 
promised to start the family altar 
at the breakfast table, we had 
prayer, and they went home to- 
gether! 


The other night a woman stayed 
to talk to me; she too had left 
her husband but because of drink. 
I urged upon her to quit her re- 
bellion, obey I Peter, 3:1-7 and 


Ephesians 5:22-31. We prayed to- 
gether. Last night her husband 
came back to the Lord with tears, 
in the inquiry room at the close of 
the service. 


We have had a number of Catho- 
lics saved, several soldiers, several 
white headed people. We have also 
had evidence that many Christians 
in distress have found peace and 
special help in the services. 


A contractor and builder from 
England with his wife, has attend- 
ed the services; we had a blessed 
conversation and prayer together. 
They have two children, I believe 
he said, in England, grown young 
people, and two in Novia: Scotia, 
Canada. He had a quarter of a 
million dollars worth of property 
destroyed by bombs in Coventry, 
England, in the war. He was na- 
turally in great distress about his 


‘duty torn between the need for him 


to be back in England helping to 
rebuild, as a duty to his country, 
the need of his younger children, 
who could not easily be taken back 
to England till the emergency shall 
be over, and a desire to preach the 
gospel. I believe he got peace by 
agreeing to take Phil. 4: 6,7 at 
face value and put it to a daily 
test till God should lead him out 
of his difficulty entirely. 
December 11 was my 46th birth- 
day, and I was surprised by a gift 
from the church and Yonge Street 
Mission of two beautiful bronze 
horses on onyx bases, to be used 
as book ends. It touched me deep- 
ly, and the gift will be greatly 
prized. I also had a birthday din- 
ner, a long distance call from home 
with all my family and several: of 
my workers singing “happy birth- 
day to you,” an album of snap- 


shots pictures of the family and of- 


fice force, etc.
